RESUME IRK
ON BRT FUND

Directors Decide to Do the
Work Themselves and

Have Started.
Tuesday afternoon at 3 oclock, the

work of . raising tne budget fund for
the chamber of commerce was resumed.
At that time a committee met at the
chamber of commerce and started anew
the work that was inaugurated three
weeks ago. On this committee were:
Claiborne Adams, L A. Shedd, Robt
Krakauer. J. M. "Wyatt. J. L. Marr and
R. A. Whttlock. No paid worker ac-
companied them and none wilL

Monday afternoon the directors met.
They discussed plans for renewing the
work and each one had some sugges-
tion to make for the benefit of other
members of the board.

It had been understood as previously
agreed upon, that a paid worker was
to be employed. For this position

were filed by R. TV. Page,
G. H. Clements and Wm. A. Edwards.
These were read after W. S. Clayton
had reported that Chas. A. Kinne,
former secretary of the chamber, had
declined the position.

Passes Resolution.
After a lengthy discussion in which

all took part, discussing what had been
done, what must be done, and how it
was to be done, Robert Krakauer pre
sented the following resolution, which
was unanimously adopted:

"Be it resolved that the board of di-
rectors considers it as its duty to con-
tinue the raising of the budget fund,
and that the board of directors con-
siders it, its duty to further the work
and that it considers it for the best
interests of EI Paso that the money be
raised, that the members of the board,
pledge themselves individually and col-
lectively to do the work and that they
appeal to the patriotism and the good
sense of the HI Paso people to aid them
in this movement.

"Be it further resolved, that it is the
sense of the board of directors that the
work be done by the regular employes
of the chamber of commerce, aided by
the board of directors and other citi-
zens of EI Paso, and that no extra
salaries or commissions be paid to any
one in conducting the campaign.

"The directors further pledge them
selves that any money collected will
be judiciously expended for the good
of El Paso."

Seek Luncheon Orator.
Krakauer then suggested that some

prominent orator should be secured to
talk about El Paso at the chamber of
commerce luncheon, which is to be
held at the Paso del Norte hotel Thurs-
day at noon. 'It is proposed to make these lunch-
eons more interesting by the introduc-
tion of speakers of prominence in the
city who will discuss certain phases
of city building and Improvement that
are seldom touched upon, in extem-
poraneous addresses when they are
called upon unannounced.

PECOS WANTS SMITH'S
DISTRICT LEFT ALONE
Pecos, Tex., Feb. 11. The following

letter, signed by R. M. Harkey, secre-
tary of the Pecos Commercial club, by
order of the directors, has been sent to
each member of the legislature in
Austin:

"We understand that an effort Is
being made to so the state
of Texas along congressional lines as
to place congressman William R.
Smith, of the 16th district. In a terri-
tory where he is not known and thus
do him damage.

"We vehemently protest against any
such action and say in all honesty and
candor, that we do not believe the
people of this part of Texas will stand
for any such action. Congressman
Smith is entitled to have the new dis-
trict so- - created as not to affect his
interests, and to have him so placed in
any new district as will give him the
opportunity to .serve the people of his
district and west Texas.

NEW ARMY DEPART3IKNT TO
BE ORGANIZED BY STEEVER.

Gen. E. Z. Steever, commander of the
department of Texas. Is arranging his
business at Fort Bliss to enable him to
leave the last of this week for Fort
Sam Houston, where he will begin the
work of organizing the southern de-
partment of the army, and also the
cavalry division, which work has been
delegated to him by Gen. T. H. Bliss,
who was selected to command the
southern department

Gen. Steever will be in temporary
command of the new southern depart-
ment, which comes into existence on
Februarv 15. pending the arrival of
Gen. Bliss at Fort Sam Houston. Gen.'
Steever will then become commander
of the cavalry division. The nature of
the cavalry division command is not
known to Gen. Steever. as he has not
received his detailed orders. The di-

vision will probably consist of seven
regiments of cavalry, three In first bri-
gade and two in the second and third
brigades. Gen. Steever will ba in Fort
Sam Houston only until Gen. Bliss ar-
rives, when he will return to Fort
Bliss to resume command of the border
patrol and the troops at the local post.

TDSHABEEXPENSE

River Bank Near Washing-
ton Park to Be Protected

from Damage hy Flood.

For the purpose of protecting the
land in the vicinity of Washington
park from the flood waters of the Rio
Grande, the city and county, jointly,
will bear the expense of constructing
protection work, to cost approximately
$8000, to run along the banks of the
river from monument 16 to monument
19. a distance of 1800 feet.

The order appropriating $3500, the
amount the county is to pay, was
passed at . the meeting of the county
commissioners held Monday afternoon
after the proposition had been made
by mayor C. E. Kelly, who argued that
the section to be protected was within
one of the county's road improvements
districts.

The proposed work is to be done in
accordance with the plans and specifi-
cations prepared by Herbert Niinn. city
engineer, who explained them to the
commissioners. Capt Nunn stated that
the water was cutting into the banks
at Washington park and that unless
something was done to throw the cur-
rent away from the Texas side, the
land would be greatly damaged. Mayor
Kelly stated that Felix Martinez, at
whose property line the work Is to
start, would contribute $1000. Piling
and rip rap, similar to that employed
on the Mexican side of the river, will
form the important feature of the pro-
tection to be afforded.

Inland Work t Continue.
Until the bonds recently voted by the

residents of the island are sold, the
road work underway in that vicinity
was in danger of being stopped for
lack of funds. Robert H. Rlnehp.rt. one
of the property owners on the island,
who was before the commissioners
Monday afternoon, secured the permis-
sion of the cdurt to let the work con-
tinue. H. D Camp, another property
owner, agreed to carry the warrants
for the work, the amount to be de-

ducted from the amount to be realized
from the sale of the bonds. Mr. Camp
stated that since the beginning of the
road work, prospective settlers had
visited the island.

In the work of building the roads
and ditches on the island, the residents
will be assisted by the purchase of a
traction engine jointly with the county.
The agreement was reached during
the session of the court, and consisted
of the residents paying half the pur-
chase price and the county the other
half. In the event the engine proves
satisfactory to the county, the county
has the option of buying it outright by
paying the entire purchase price. The
engine to be purchased is to be so con
structed that it can be turned into a
road roller, or be used for hauling pur-
poses.

DlscnsA Buying an Auto.
The expenditure of 'the $350,000 for

the county's proposed road still occu-
pies the time and attention of the com-
missioners. The actual construction of
the roads is expected to start in about
six weeks. Judge A. S. J. Eylar expects
to spend almost all of his time visiting
the different sections where the roadgangs are employed, and to take over
the pay rolls, handling all the money

commissioners purchase an automobile.
They argued that in rents alone for
autos one could be purchased, saving
money thereby. Judge Eylar expressed
the opinion that the purchase otan au-
tomobile would subject him to criticism
and if an automobile were absolute?necessary he might purchase it with
his own funds.

The proposition of the county pur-
chasing lots on which to erect a ware-
house in which to store tools and ma-
chinery belonging to the county, was
discussed. The matter was left In the
hands of judge Eylar. commissioner
James Clifford and county surveyor J.
W. Eubank.

The commissioners approved the
bills of the county, and repaired to the
hank to count the county's cash on
hand, amounting to S103.551.S0, as rep-
resented by the various county funds.

SIX UNDER DEATH
SENTENCE IN ARIZONA

Phoenix. Ariz., Feb. 11. Sentenced to
be hanged April 18, William. Faltin.
convicted of the murder of Carl Peter-
son, his partner in a little ranch south
of Phoenix, has been removed from he
Maricopa county jail to the state peni-
tentiary, at Florence.

This makes six men under scntenco
of death in tha penitentiary, all des-
perately hoping that governor George
Hunt will be successful in his efforts
to have capital punishment abolished
in this state. The other five are Mexi-
cans who have been reprieved by thegovernor till the legislature can take
action on his recommendation that the
death penalty be abolished.

The sentencing of Faltin followed a
bitterlv fought trial and desperate ef-
forts to obtain a new trial. Judge
Phillips said that he had always benopposed to capital punishment and,
personally, was most reluctant to pro-
nounce sentence. The law, however,
had laid down his duty. He then fixed
the time and place of Faltln's death. As
Faltin was led down stairs to the Jail
he said with an oath:

"They couldn't make mc weaken."
At the Jail entrance He passed atrusty who had made some light re-

mark about the event in the court
room.

"Kid." said Faltin. "if I had you in
the cell a moment. I'd make a man ofyou."

After the return of Faltin to ..he
Jail his relaxation was rapid. It waiplain that his show of calmness during
the trial and subsequent proceedings
had been made under great strain.
